Prior to the meeting, Andover and 


Lawrence’s contractual agreement 
with Richards was still pending. 

This, however, is not posing a 
problem. “The funding from the 
state will carry through until the end 
of his contract in February,” Neal 
said. In view of this, Andover is free 
of its obligation to the project. 

Last June, after over a year of 
study and several months of heated 
controversy between opponents and 
advocates of the joint school, the 
Andover School Committee voted to

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New Firefighters Graduate ‘Older Worker’ Award Goes To Kelly 


Chief Harold Hayes of the Andover Fire 
Department announces the recent grad- 
uation of Mary Ann Skaff, Barry Thorn- 
ton and Ernest T. Vocell from the 
Massachusetts Firefighting Academy’s 
seven-week recruit firefighting program. 

The program, which is offered tuition 
free to municipal firefighters in the Com- 
monwealth, is designed to provide new 
firefighters with the basic skills nec- 
essary to insure their effective perfor- 
mance in their jobs. 

The graduation exercises, held at the 
Massachusetts Firefighting Academy’s 
headquarters in Sudbury June 24, marked 
the conclusion of an intensive and in- 
depth program for all students. The stu- 
dents’ primary concern was learning ba- 


sic firefighting skills but during this time 
they were also introduced to more ad- 
vanced topics, such as public fire educa- 
tion training, hazardous materials and 
stress management, which will be impor- 
tant as their careers progress. Students 
receive classroom training in the basic 
firefighting skills, such as laddders, hose 
and protective breathing apparatus and 
the training is reinforced by performing 
practical field evolutions, first under non- 
fire conditons and then during controlled 
fire conditions. By graduation, students 
have had practical, hands-on experience 
with live fires in buildings, vehicles, flam- 
mable liquids and will have successfully 
fought these fires as effectively and safe- 
ly as possible. 


NECC Gets National Accreditation 


Continuing accreditation of the asso- 
ciate degree nursing program was re- 
cently granted to Northern Essex 
Community College by the National 
League for Nursing. 

The accreditation was awarded with- 
out any recommendations for changes of 
the college’s nursing curriculum. Accred- 
itation absent such recommendations is 
extremely rare, according to Sylvia 
Hallsworth, director of the Northern Es- 
sex registered nursing program. 

This is the third reaccreditation for the 
Northern Essex nursing program, which 
has been in existence for 20 years. The 
program is accredited for eight years, 
which is the maximum accreditation pe- 
riod allowable, and is not scheduled for 
reaccreditation until 1996. 

The National League for Nursing 
praised the Northern Essex program for 
its “dedicated, clinically up-to-date fac- 
ulty’”’ and ‘‘enthusiastic, well-informed, 
highly motivated and supportive stu- 
dents” as well as its involvement in mi- 
nority enrichment programs and the 
current concerns in the nursing profes- 
sion. 

The accreditation process is lengthy 
with preparation and site visits occurring 
over a period of 18 months. The directors 
of the nursing program must submit a 
self-evaluation report of their program to 
the national league several months before 
the on-site visits. 

The report must include the philoso- 
phy, purpose and objectives of the pro- 


and the curriculum, profiles and data on 
faculty and administrators and a listing 
of library holdings. 

The three-day on-site visit validates 
whether the program’s self-evaluation is 
accurate and includes meetings with the 
nursing faculty, students, liberal arts fac- 
ulty and clinical personnel. 

The monitors are not only looking at 
the quality of the nursing faculty and pro- 
gram of instruction, but also how well the 
nursing students fit into the mainstream 
of the liberal arts college. 

Northern Essex offers three registered 
nursing programs including a day option, 
evening option and 12-month option.

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ABOUT QUR PEOPLE 
Man And Family Together After 40 Years

Chang Yi, the Korean-American 
man who was separated from his 
parents at the age of 3, has found his 
family. 

Yi, now in his 40s and a resident of 
Andover, returned to Korea in June, 
1987, to place spots in newspapers 
and on radio and television 
advertising for the whereabouts of 
his parents. 

A woman who saw one telephoned 
her second cousin, a military 
colonel, because the voice was so 
much like his. The colonel had had a 
brother who toddled off one day, 
never to be seen again. Col. Yong- 
Shik Jung agreed to meet Yi. They 
swapped stories, but Yi remembers 
very little of the time before he 
crawled through the gate of his 
family’s house, boarded a street car 
and ended up in Seoul, where he met 
with one adventure after another. 

Then the mother of the woman 
who had first spotted Yi’s ads 
visited. She remembered that her 
missing grand-nephew had a scar 
under his chin from a boil that had 
been removed. ‘‘She rose from the 
couch where she had been sitting 
and looked at my chin,’’ Yi said. 
‘And sure enough, there it was. 
That was the clincher.”’ 

It turns out Yi was the fourth and 
youngest child born to Ha-Bok Jung 
and his wife, Jung-Hee Kim. Shortly 
after Yi’s disappearance, his mother 
died, and his father remarried. Jung 
has three children from his second 
marriage. 

So it was a big family reunion 
when Yi and his wife, Myong, visited 
Seoul in December. But it wasn’t 
your average reunion. Yi and his 
family had four decades of catching 
up to do. 

“Tt was weird,” he said. ‘‘They 
remembered things I didn’t.” 

One of the things he does 
remember is a prank that could be 
out of anyone’s childhood. Yi said 
some kids used to put a sleeping mat 
on him and sit on him until he 
begged them to get off. 

His sister-in-law confirmed Yi’s 
memory. ‘‘She said, ‘Yes, that was 
your cousin so-and-so. She’s a 
minister now, and she’s always 
regretted having been so mean to 
her lost cousin,’’’ Yi said. He got to 
talk to his cousin by telephone and 
hear her apology first-hand. 


Yi’s new-found family was doubly 
sure that he was the one because of 
his physical resemblance to his 
cousins and maternal grandparents. 

‘Initially, I wasn’t certain 
either,’’ said Yi’s father, speaking in 
Korean as his son translated. ‘‘But 
when I saw the scar on his chin, I 
felt that he was my son.” 

Although Jung said he always 
wanted to see his son once again, he 
thought the boy had been killed 
during the Korean War. Finding him 
was ‘‘like meeting a son who’s been 
resurrected from the dead,”’ he said. 

Last week marked Jung’s first 
visit to Massachusetts, though not to 
the United States, and he says it’s a 
happy one because he was able to 
stay at the home of his son, 
daughter-in-law and two 
granddaughters, Jie, 6, and Jieun, 4. 

Life may change even more 
drastically for Yi. For one thing, he 
is not 44, as he used to think. Birth 
records provided by his father show 
he turned 42 last month. He also has 
to decide whether to trade the name 
he chose for himself at 14 for the 
name his parents gave him—Joang- 
Hoon Jung. That’s no easy matter 
when you consider all the documents 
that bear your name—driver’s 
license, work records, deeds, 
children’s birth certificates. 

‘“‘He considers it important,” said 
Yi, gesturing toward his father. The 
elder man is head of the Jung family 
clan, which is 100,000 strong and has 
multi-million dollar assets, 
according to Yi. 

“Korea once had a caste system,”’ 
Yi explained. ‘‘And although it’s not 
practiced anymore, if you’re born 
into a laborer family, no matter if 
you’re a billionaire, that puts you on 
the other side of the tracks as far as 
the wealthy blue bloods are 
concerned.” 

In the port city of Pusan, 230 miles 
south of Seoul, the Jung clan 
maintains its ancient burial ground. 
“Tf the developers got a hold of that, 
it would be worth a Jot of money,”’ Yi 
said. 

The Jungs were once royalty. But 
the life Yi has led has been far from 
that of a prince. After he wandered 
off from what he recently discovered 
was the house of his grandfather, a 
prominent government official, his 
existence was hand to mouth. 


The woman remembered that her missing 
grand-nephew had a scar under his chin from 
a boil that had been removed.

In Seoul, Yi was taken in by 
several families, but he either grew 
tired of them or vice versa. ‘‘I was 


so wild they couldn’t control me,’’ Yi_ 


said in an interview last summer. 

While the young Yi was struggling 
for survival, a war was waging in his 
homeland. He was eventually taken 
by American GIs to a refugee camp 
in Suan, south of Seoul. After an 
encounter there with one of his 
former foster fathers who beat him 
with a stick, Yi fled the camp. 


Back on the main road, a U.S. 
Army truck picked the little boy up, 
and for the next eight years, he was 
raised in American MASH units, 
where he quickly learned English. 
He described himself during those 
years as a ‘“‘pet dog,” at the mercy 
of the soldiers’ good humor. 


In 1958, things took a seemingly 
impossible change for the worse. Yi 
woke up one morning with 
rheumatoid arthritis, the effects of 
which are still with him. 

Andover’s South Church 
sponsored Yi’s first trip to the 
States, where Boston surgeon H.T. 
Sakellarides restored function to 
Yi’s now-deformed hands. 


When Yi returned to Korea after 
an unsuccessful attempt to enter 
Phillips Academy, he felt his trip 
had been a failure. “Nothing had 
changed. It was like a drowning man 
had been given a new set of clothes 
and thrown back in the water,” he 
said last July. 


Yi eventually convinced the dean 
of a private school in Georgia to give 
him a chance. He came back to 
America and not only graduated 
from the school with honors, but 
went on to Gordon College in 
Wenham, where he received a 
degree in history and education. 

Yi worked first as a social studies 


teacher and later took jobs at first 
the Haverhill and then the Lawrence 
Departments of Public Welfare. He 
1s currently an area coordinator at 
the state Department of Revenue. 
He moved to a Central Street house 
a year and a half ago. 


Things seem to be going well for a 
change. Still, Yi says he wishes he 
was closer to his father. ‘“‘He hasn’t 
seen me since I was 3, and for an old 
man who’s set in his ways, it’s tough 
to be exuberant about this,” he said, 
adding that he gets along very well 
with his six siblings.

“Then the government started 
sending draft notices,’’ Yi said. 
“They couldn’t say I was lost 
because then the government would 
think I was draft-dodging, so they 
had to come up with a better 
explanation. So they said I was 
dead.” 

The record of Joang-Hoon Jung’s 
death has been destroyed now. ‘I’ve 
been resurrected,’’ he said. ‘I’m

ing two from Connecticut, as well as the 
titlists from New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland and Delaware.

Heat Taxes Electric Company 


The crisis came a day early in 
the Greater Lawrence area last 
week. 

After two solid weeks of 90-plus 
temperatures, Andover and the 
rest of the Merrimack Valley 
braced for a predicted triple digit 
high on Thursday. But it was 
Wednesday, when soaring mer- 
cury readings pushed the area’s 
electrical grid to the limit, that 
provided the real test for public 
utilities. 

2 p.m. The hottest hour of a blis- 
tering hot day, and worried power 
company engineers closely mon- 
itored meters that showed electri- 
city use rising quickly—in tandem 
with the oppressive heat outside— 
to the capacity of the huge gener- 
ators. 

Paul McNamara, manager of 
the Massachusetts Electric plant 
in North Andover, had been on the 
phone since morning calling ma- 
jor industrial and commercial us- 
ers, asking them to cutback 
energy use in any way possible. 
“‘We know what we’re supposed to 
do, and we do it,” he said. 

The heat wave had already 
caused several minor outages in 
past weeks as local transformers

throughout the valley overloaded 
from the strain. Still, if the sys- 
tem holds together until 6 p.m., 
when most businesses are closed 
and the power use curve dips dra- 
matically, Mass. Electric could 
survive another day without call- 
ing on extremely expensive help 
from another power company or, 
the ultimate power company 
nightmare, burning out its own 
transformers and coping with a 
local blackout affecting thousands 
of customers. 

“Our equipment is subject to 
breakdown in hot weather,” said 
McNamara. ‘“‘(Blackout) is al- 
ways a concern. We’ve been able 
to do OK so far, but give us one 
day of heavy use and if just a sin- 
gle piece of equipment goes off 
line...that might be the straw that 
breaks our back.” 

On Wednesday, it was close. 
Very close, said McNamara. 
Electricity generated between 2 
and 4 p.m. came within a few per- 
centage points of the plant’s abili- 
ty to produce power. But the 
system survived without major 
problems and McNamara could 
begin worrying about tomorrow’s 
100 degree forecast. ‘‘We’re kind

of getting used to these crises,” 
said McNamara, “‘but it doesn’t 
get easier.’’ 

As it turned out, cool winds 
brought temperatures down be- 
tween 90 to 92 degrees on Thurs- 
day. Humidity dropped to a 
reasonable, breathable levels. But 
as this scorching hot summer, one 
of the worst on record, burns its 
way through the dog days of Au- 
gust, McNamara sees only one 
way to guarantee the integrity of 
the power system. 

Help. Cooperation. Conserva- 
tion. “I guess it all comes down to 
sensibility,” he said. ‘‘It’s really 
sensibility that will control the 
(energy use) problems in the long 
run ” 


It starts with the big users. 
Mass. Electric knows what com- 
panies use the most electricity, 
and during peak use periods, 
these firms are asked to cutback 
or defer manufacturing activities 
to evening shifts when possible. 

McNamara doesn’t ask resi- 
dential customers to go cold tur- 
key with their air conditioners. 
But several small steps can be 
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First Woman Firefighter Fits Right In 


“My feeling is you have to go out and do what you 
want to do—go for it.” 

That attitude helped get Mary Ann Skaff where she 
is today. 

Skaff, a Haverhill resident, is Andover’s first wom- 
an firefighter. . 

But she says publicity and being one of the first 
women to break into a male-dominated field were not 
the basis for her decision to pursue a firefighting ca- 
reer. “This was just something I wanted to do—to 
have a career with the fire department,”’ she said. 

Even so, it may have opened the doors for other 
women who want to be firefighters. Skaff doesn’t take 
any personal credit. But she said the fact that a wom- 
an got a job at the department may have an impact 
on future hiring of women. 

Skaff, 27, said she’s been interested in the field 
since she was a youngster. Working for a fire depart- 
ment runs in the family. Two of her brothers aiid two 
cousins are firefighters. 

Her eldest brother has been a firefighter for 22 
years. As a kid, she said she enjoyed riding her bicy- 
cle to the station and spending time there. Skaff also 
remembers dressing up in her brother’s uniform for 
class day in junior high. 

This exposure to the career may have stirred her 
interest at a young age, but working at a fire depart- 
ment wasn’t her first job. 

Prior to becoming a firefighter, she worked as a 
health instructor at Women’s World Health Spa for a 
couple of years and most recently, Skaff was the 
front desk supervisor at. the Andover Marriott. 

Now, two and a half years after taking the state 
civil service exam, Skaff is a member of Unit 4 at 
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Central Fire Station in Andover. She works four days 
a week—two 10-hour and two 14-hour shifts—with her 
seven-member unit. 

As far as fitting in with the guys, Skaff said ‘‘so far, 
so good.” 

“The guys here at the station have been fantastic,” 
she said. ‘‘We have to work together as a team and 
put that (her being a woman) aside,” Skaff added. 

And the men gave her high praise as well. ‘“‘She’s 
an outgoing, personable person; from what I’ve seen 
and heard, she’s liked here,” said Lt. Arthur Poulin, 
an Andover firefighter for the past 22 years. 

‘As long as she can do the job, I have no qualms,” 
sald firefighter Tom Agnew. “‘I think she’s fitting in 
well.” 

No special privileges are granted to Skaff because 
she’s a woman. ‘‘She’s done her share of work like 
the rest of them,’’ Poulin said. 

Reloading the hoses on the fire truck, ‘‘the pump- 
er,”’ is one of the units’ monthly chores. It’s a stren- 
uous task, especially in the hot, humid weather, but, 
according to Poulin, Skaff didn’t get any different 
treatment. ‘‘She worked hard,” he said. 

Aside from the monthly duties, there are daily re- 
sponsibilities at the fire station, like housecleaning. 
And the firefighters are assigned individual jobs. 
Since Skaff is a ‘‘junior man,’”’ the newest person on 
the unit, she is in charge of the maintenance of the 
four fire department cars. 

The firefighters also take classes during their 
shifts. They view educational movies on such things 
as hazardous materials and car fires, Skaff said.

Former Andover Resident 
Wins MacArthur Grant 


Gary Alfred Tomlinson, chairman of 
the music department at the University of 
Pennsylvania, was one of 31 recipients of 
the prestigious MacArthur Fellowships 
awarded this year. 

Tomlinson, 36, received a $235,000 gr ant 
from the John D. and Catherine Mac \r- 
thur Foundation. Recipients can spi nd 
the money, which is awarded over a fi 'e- 
year period, at their own discretion. The 
dollar amount is determined by one’s 
age—older winners receive more. Before 
John MacArthur died, he told his board, 
“T figured out how to make it; you figure 
out how to spend it.’’ 

Tomlinson, a resident of Bala Cynwyd, 
Penn., is the son of Mr. and Mrs. John G. 
Tomlinson of Tobey Lane. He is a grad- 
uate of Andover High School, Dartmouth 
College and the University of California 
at Berkely, where he received his doctor- 
al degree. 

Tomlinson runs Penn’s Distinguished 
Artist series and is also among an inter- 
national group of experts in early music 
who are helping the Philadelphia Orches- 
tra prepare performances at Milan’s LaS- 
cala of an opera by Claudio Monteverdi. 

He is the author of Monteverdi and the 
End of the Renaissance. He hopes to con- 
tinue writing and is currently working on 
a book, Music, Magic and History. 

Individuals are nominated anony- 
mously for the grant, and they are re- 
viewed by a 15-member committee. The 
MacArthur Foundation’s board of direc- 

tors give the final approval to nominees. 

The grant-making foundation is one of 
the largest philanthropic groups in the 
United States. Prior to his death in 1978, 
MacArthur owned Bankers’ Life and Cas- 
ulty insurance company.

PAY ATTENTION TO CONTRACT DEADLINES 
Both buyer and seller should be aware of all of the deadlines in 
their purchase agreement. Each contract is different, but typically 
there are time limits covering the structural contingency, 
financing application, financing commitment, and settlement. 

If you are careless as a buyer could lose your right to ask a 
seller to pay for needed repairs. There may be a limit on the time 
the seller has to respond to the buyer’s request to complete 
repairs not otherwise required by the contract. Failure to apply 
for your mortgage on time may place your deposit at risk if the 
loan is later denied. In many cases, the agreement can be 
declared null and void by the seller if financing is not approved 
within the time frame set forth in the contract, especially if there 
is a back up contract. Delayed settlements can cost the sellers 
money, and they may ask the buyer to reimburse these expenses.
